HOPF RAISED IN FRANCE 
One of the health)<>flt developments In re- 
cent Fr^'nch poUtifa has been thp splitting 
aaunder of Ocn-rnf n« riairJl*' a rp^pl- « Raliv 
party. 

A Bhort time back about 55 of the 118 Gaul- 
llsts broke away to support Premier Antolne 
plnay'fl moderate government. 'In April, 25 
or them had Joined in giving Plnay the vote 
or confidence he needed to get started. 

What precipitated the break of the 55 was 
a disciplinary move by the GaulHsts against 
those who had backed Pinny In April. The 
dl-ssldents have formed a new party, and 
presumably w ill continue their enlarged sup- 
port of the present premier. 

Normally it could hardly be counted an 
advantage that France had gained another 
new party. The multiplicity of splinter parties 
In that country has long been a contributing 
factor in the Instability of French govern- 
ments. 

Because most of them are so small, they 
can only govern In coalition with others. A 
change of heart destroys the coalition, and 
the government topples. 
But In this (nstance, the sizable defection 
—from De Gaulle's party ranka serves actually 
to strengthen an existing coalition. It serves, 
indeed, to show up the government that In 
many ways seems the most promising France 
has had since World war II ended. 

More than that, the actloa throws Into 
active political circulation 65 French deputies 
who heretofore have been cast In a sterile, 
do-nothing role by De Gaulle's policy of op- 
position to everything except his own near- 
sighted program. 

— _Wlth_the_I?e__Qaullista, the communlats 
and most often the socialists declining to 

"join In constructive programming Tor 
TYance's future, it has been extraordinarily 
difficult to compose and sustain coalition 
governments. 

The attitude of all these groups has been 
"our way or nothing." No one would expect 
anything else from the communists, of 

- course. But the blind rejection of all com- 
promise, the complete unwillingness to Im- 
provise triumphant political comblnatloAs. 
has thrust th« OauUtsts and socialists into 

_Jttie same damaging category.

Frenchmen who 
are less concerned with saving principle than, 
wlfh saving France. 

Foreign bystanders cannot help liut voice 
the hope that the example of these patriotic 
deputies will be followed by others of their 
party, until perhaps the immovable De 
Gaulle Is left in solitary grandeur, hugging 
tight his principles and his policy of inac< 
tlon.
